My  Lords,  Miss  Wigan  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions 
in  the  Administrative  County  of  Kent  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1941. 

This  is  the  second  complete  year  during  which  work  has  been  carried  out  under  war  conditions, 
and  it  is,  I think,  noteworthy  that  we  are  able  to  state  that  at  the  present  time  after  over  three  years 
of  war,  the  standard  of  work  in  all  the  sections  into  which  the  Department  is  divided  has  not  de- 
teriorated. Not  only  has  the  standard  been  maintained  generally  in  such  subjects  as  Tuberculosis, 
School  Inspection,  Venereal  Disease,  Laboratory  Services  and  public  health  work  generally  but  in 
certain  branches  such  as  Administration  of  Hospitals  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work,  marked 
developments  have  taken  place. 

It  was  during  1941  that  the  appropriation  of  certain  large  Public  Assistance  hospitals  was  effected 
and  as  a result  the  whole  foundation  of  a County  Public  Health  Hospital  Service  was  laid.  The 
importance  of  this  step  and  its  far  reaching  effects  on  the  future  working  of  the  Department  is  referred 
to  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

As  regards  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  of  our  work,  the  year  was  marked  by  the 
development  of  war  time  nurseries  of  which  many  have  now  been  established.  This  service  which 
has  begun  as  a war  time  measure,  will,  I believe,  remain  as  the  basis  of  a peace  time  provision  whereby 
the  State  will  assist  the  mother  in  the  care  and  supervision  of  her  children  while  under  school  age, 
and  so  enable  her  life  to  become  one,  not  entirely  burdened  with  child  bearing  and  child  cares,  but 
one  which  will  be  widened  to  include  other  interests. 

From  the  public  health  point  of  view  the  closer  interest  taken  by  the  State  in  the  welfare  of  the 
child  during  this  period  should  result  in  far  reaching  developments  which  are  of  the  utmost  advan- 
tage to  its  mental  and  bodily  health  and  development. 

I have  again  to  express  my  deep  gratitude  for  the  loyal  assistance  given  to  me  by  your  staff, 
and  for  the  unstinted  help  and  encouragement  given  to  our  work  by  all  the  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

SECTION  A. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. — The  total  population  of  the  combined  urban  districts  was  882,900  : and  of  the 
combined  rural  districts  285,500. 

Births.- — The  births  of  17,623  hving  children  were  registered  in  1941,  a decrease  of  2,092  on 
the  previous  year’s  total.  The  total  was  made  up  of  9,088  males  and  8,535  females. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  1,848, — 1,028  males,  820  females. 

The  birth-rates  for  the  year  were  15.3  for  the  combined  urban  districts,  14.6  for  the  combined 
rural  districts,  and  15.1  for  the  County  as  a whole.  The  rural  figure  shows  a noticeable  increase 
over  the  preceding  year.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.2. 

Still-Births. — Still  births  recorded  during  the  year  totalled  514 — 74  less  than  in  the  previous 
3^ear.  The  number  in  each  sanitary  district  is  shown  in  the  Tables  6 and  7 at  the  end  of  the  report. 

The  rate  of  still-births  in  the  county,  per  thousand  of  the  population,  was  0.44,  which  compares 
favourably  with  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  (0.51),  the  126  great  towns  (0.58)  and  the  148 
smaller  towns  (0.60).  The  rate  in  the  combined  urban  areas  was  0.42,  and  in  the  combined  rural 
areas  0.51. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Infantile  death-rate  was  43  per  thousand  births.  The  urban  figure 
was  43,  the  rural  rate  was  42.  The  rates  in  the  different  sanitary  districts  will  be  found  in  Tables 
6 and  7 at  the  end  of  this  report.  The  county  figure  compares  well  with  the  recorded  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  (59)  and  the  great  towns  (71). 

Deaths. — The  net  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  county  was  15.775  : and  the  allocation 
of  deaths  to  individual  areas  results  in  crude  death-rates  of  13.8  for  the  combined  urban  areas,  12.8 
for  the  combined  rural  districts,  and  13.6  for  the  whole  county.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  12.9. 

(For  some  years  past  a “comparable  death-rate”  has  been  calculated  in  respect  of  each  district:  this 
was  done  by  applying  to  the  crude  death-rate  of  an  area,  a factor  which  made  such  death-rate  comparable 
with  other  areas  by  allowing  for  variations  in  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population.  The  variety 
and  magnitude  of  local  population  movements,  however,  and  the  uneven  incidence  of  civilian  war  deaths, 
have  combined  to  prevent  such  comparability,  and  the  preparation  of  the  factors  has  been  suspended  during 
present  conditions). 


Zymotic  Mortality. — The  following  tabulation  gives  particulars  relative  to  the  prevalence 
of,  and  the  mortality  from,  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  in  Kent  during  1941.  The  figures  relate 
to  the  civil  population  only  ; and  the  table  shows  (for  purposes  of  comparison)  the  mortality  record 
in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  same  period  : —

Scarlet  Fever. — The  notifications  totalled  1,214,  which  represents  an  incidence  rate  of  1.04 
per  thousand.  There  was  one  death  from  the  disease.  Although  slightly  higher  than  in  the  previous 
year,  the  incidence  rate  still  shows  a marked  decrease  on  the  rates  which  were  common  a few  years 
ago. 


Diphtheria. — Notifications  fell  to  517,  the  lowest  figure  for  many  y/ears,  with  an  incidence 
rate  of  0.45.  There  were  26  deaths,  giving  a death  rate  of  0.023. 

There  is  now  an  immunisation  scheme  in  every  district  in  the  county,  and  from  the  references 
in  the  annual  reports  of  the  districts  it  would  appear  that  many  thousands  of  children  are  now  being 
immunised  each  year. 

Enteric  Fever. — 107  cases  were  notified,  a sharp  increase  over  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year,  and  the  highest  total  recorded  for  several  years  : but  there  was  a fall  in  the  death  rate. 

Measles.— There  were  17,094  notifications,  with  22  deaths.  Tables  8 and  9 at  the  end  of 
the  report  show  the  incidence  in  each  district. 

Whooping-Cough. — Notifications  totalled  5,148,  and  there  were  62  deaths.  Cases  occurring 
in  each  district  are  shown  in  Tables  8 and  9.

Influenza. — Deaths  from  this  disease-  fell  from  253  in  1940  to  180  in  1941  : and  the  death- 
rate  was  reduced  to  0.155. 

Diarrhoea. — Of  the  fifty-seven  deaths  under  two  years  of  age,  fortj^-seven  occurred  in  urban 
districts  and  ten  in  rural  areas. 

The  death  rates  shown  in  the  above  tabulation  relate  to  children  dying  under  two  years  of  age 
per  1000  births  (upper  figure),  and  to  total  deaths  per  1000  of  the  population  (lower  figure).

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  work  of  this  Section  is  mainly  concerned  with  : — 

1.  The  provision  of 

(a)  A whole-time  Salaried  Midwifery  Service  throughout  the  County  Midwifery  Area. 

(b)  The  visitation  of  newly  born  children,  and  children  up  to  five  years  of  age. 

(c)  Over  185  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  Ante  and  Post-natal  Clinics. 

(d)  Institutional  accommodation,  etc.  for  complicated  maternitjr  cases  or  cases  where  the  home 

conditions  are  unsuitable  for  confinement. 

(e)  Home  Helps  during  the  lying-in  period  and  during  the  illness  of  mothers  of  children  undcr 

the  age  of  five  years  ; and 

(f)  Various  treatment  for  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  and  children  under  the  age  of  five 

years,  etc.  throughout  the  County  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Area. 

2.  The  supervision  of  the  :- 

(i)  356  midwives  who  attended,  as  midwives,  9,367  of  the  16,021  births  notified  during  the  year. 

(ii)  202  foster-parents  having  the  care  of  277  nurse-children. 

(iii)  Twenty-five  nursing  homes  providing  accommodation  for  181  patients  in  the  twenty-four 

districts  where  the  County  Council  is  the  local  supervising  authority. 

All  the  above  services  have  been  fully  maintained  throughout  the  year. 


GOVERNMENT  EVACUATION  SCHEME. 


EXPECTANT  MOTHERS. 

This  scheme  provides  for  the  evacuation  of  expectant  mothers  from  evacuation  areas  in  the 
County  during  the  last  four  weeks  of  pregnancy  to  Emergency  Maternity  Hostels  and  Homes  in 
safer  areas,  until  a fortnight  after  the  confinement,  unless  complications  render  further  treatment 
necessary. 

At  the  outbreak  of  war  four  Emergency  Maternity  Homes  were  established  by  the  County  Council 
to  provide  accommodation  for  such  mothers.  One  of  these  Homes  was  closed  at  the  beginning  of 
1940  owing  to  the  number  of  mothers  registering  for  evacuation  being  smaller  than  was  anticipated, 
and  two  were  closed  a little  later  on  in  the  year  at  the  request  of  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
owing  to  the  threat  of  invasion.  To  replace  these  Homes  others  were  opened  by  the  Ministry  in 
Berkshire,  Oxfordshire  and  Surrey.  The  staffs  and  some  of  the  equipment  from  the  Kent  Homes 
were  transferred  to  the  out-county  Homes.  The  remaining  Home  in  the  County,  which  was  trans- 
ferred inland  from  the  coast  in  May,  was  continuous^  occupied  with  those  mothers  who  failed  to 
register  in  time  for  the  periodical  evacuations. 

In  August  and  early  September,  1941,  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  accommodation 
in  the  out-county  Homes  for  women  from  the  Kent  Evacuation  Areas  and,  on  urgent  representations 
being  made  to  the  Ministry,  Emergency  Maternity  Hostels  were  opened  as  follows  : — 

The  Paveys,  Langton,  on  16th  September  (20  beds)  ; 

Romford  Farm  House,  Lower  Pembury,  on  1st  November  (20  beds)  ; and  13  Broadwrater 
Down,  Tunbridge  Wells,  on  9th  April,  1942  (20  beds). 

In  addition  a second  Emergency  Maternity  Home  of  22  beds  was  opened  at  22  Broadwater 
Down,  Tunbridge  Wells  on  11th  February,  1942.  It  was  necessary,  with  one  exception,  to  withdraw 
all  the  County  Midwives  from  the  out-county  premises  to  staff  the  Homes. 

The  women  are  admitted  to  the  Emergency  Maternity  Hostels  in  the  first  instance,  where  they 
usually  remain  for  one  or  two  weeks,  and  are  then  transferred  to  the  Emergency  Maternity  Homes 
for  their  confinement.  Up  to  the  present  the  three  Hostels  and  two  Homes  have  provided  sufficient 
accommodation  for  expectant  mothers  from  the  Kent  Evacuation  Areas. 

It  is  preferable  to  utilise  hostels  for  the  waiting  period  as  the  women  have  more  freedom  than 
in  a home  where  confinements  are  also  taking  place  and  the  staffing  is  more  economical  as  only  one 
trained  nurse  or  midwife  is  required  to  be  in  charge. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Emergency  Maternity  Homes  from  1st  January  to 
30th  June,  1942,  is  as  follows  : —

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WARTIME  DAY  NURSERIES. 

In  June  1940  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a circular  urging  the  establishment  of  Day  Nurseries 
for  the  children  of  workers  in  munition  and  other  factories  which  are  essential  to  the  war  effort  and 
steps  were  taken  to  ascertain  the  position  in  the  County  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  area.  It  was 
found  that  a need  existed  in  Sidcup  and  a Nursery  for  thirty  children  was  established  therein. 

The  scope  of  the  scheme  was  extended  (by  a joint  circular  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  No.  2388  and 
Board  of  Education  No.  9553,  dated  31st  May,  1941)  to  provide  for  Nurseries  to  be  known  as  “ War- 
Nurseries  ” both  for  evacuated  children  and  for  children  of  women  in  employment  (whether  evacuees 
or  local  residents)  and  to  be  regarded  as  a war  provision,  and  the  net  expenditure  of  the  Authority, 
after  taking  into  account  the  pajmrents  made  by  mothers  is  to  be  repaid  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


Two  types  of  Nursery  were  suggested  : — 

(a)  Part  Time  Nurseries. — Primarily  to  provide  for  the  care  and  training  of  children  betweeu 
the  ages  of  two  and  five  which  would  usually  be  open  for  hours  approximately  equivalent 
to  school  hours. 

(b)  Whole  Time  Nurseries. — To  provide  for  the  full  day-time  care  and  maintenance  of 
children  up  to  five. 

A careful  investigation  was  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  to  ascertain 
the  needs  of  the  County  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  area.  As  there  are  comparatively  few  evacuees 
in  the  County  the  demand  for  the  first  type  of  Nursery  was  negligible,  but  it  was  decided  that  a need 
existed  in  St.  Mary  Cray,  Orpington,  Swanscombe,  Tonbridge,  Mottingham  and  the  Days  Lane  area 
of  Sidcup,  for  whole-time  Nurseries,  and  also  that  the  Nursery  already  established  at  Sidcup  Hill 
required  to  be  enlarged. 

So  far  as  Tonbridge  is  concerned  the  need  has  proved  not  to  be  urgent  and  no  further  steps  have 
been  taken  up  to  the  present. 

In  the  remaining  areas,  after  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  sites  and  premises  the  following 
arrangements  have  been  made  : —

At  Sidcup  Hill  the  accommodation  has  been  increased  to  seventy  by  the  addition  of  the  next 
door  house,  67,  Sidcup  Hill,  and  in  each  case  the  demands  made  after  the  Nurseries  have  opened 
exceeded  the  numbers  for  which  provision  had  been  made. 

While  the  provision  of  these  Nurseries  is  a Wartime  necessity  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  the 
short  time  under  review  there  has  been  a considerable  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  children 
attending  and  this  has  been  most  marked  in  the  built-up  industrial  areas. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  Council  should  bear  in  mind  the  continuance  of  such  Nurseries 
as  a post-war  service  as  a contribution  to  the  National  health  and  well-being  for  there  is  no  doubt 
that  adequate  care  and  supervision  in  the  pre-school  years  would  have  a marked  influence  in  reducing 
the  amount  of  illhealth  to  be  dealt  with  during  school  and  later  life.

Section  E 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  a considerable  amount  of  work  was  undertaken  with  regard 
to  the  appropriation  of  three  Public  Assistance  hospitals,,  and  on  July  1st  the  County  Hospitals  at 
Farnborough,  Pembury  and  Sheppey  were  transferred  to  the  control  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee. With  the  resulting  re-organisation  in  administrative  procedure  the  opportunity  was  taken 
to  consolidate  the  work  of  the  central  administration  of  Public  Health  in  connection  with  Public 
Health  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  convalescent  homes,  by  concentrating  the  work  in  one  section  und  er 
the  control  of  one  officer.  The  Public  Health  Committee  is  therefore  now  responsible  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  following  establishments,  the  County  Hospitals  at  Farnborough,  Pembury,  Willes- 
borough  and  Sheppey,  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Folkestone,  the  sanatoria  at  Lenham  and  Kettle- 
well,  and  the  convalescent  homes  at  Southborough  and  Cranbrook.  It  is  difficult  to  define  in  concrete 
form  the  very  great  enhancement  in  the  value  of  general  Public  Health  services  which  has  followed 
from  the  provision  of  a Public  Health  hospital  service.  Undoubtedly,  the  fact  that  other  health 
services  can  now  be  much  more  readily  linked  with  the  hospital  service  has  led  to  a much  better  and 
easier  administrative  service  and  has  unquestionably  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  general  Public 
Health  services.  The  work  involved  in  the  transfer  of  the  three  hospitals  and  the  consequential 
readjustment  of  administrative  machinery  was  not  small  but  the  beneficial  effects  that  have  accrued 
have  made- this  change  amply  justified.  It  is  possible  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  work  which  is 
now  being  done  by  certain  of  County  Council  hospitals  at  the  present  time  and  to  indicate  what  effects 
the  war,  and  in  particular  the  working  of  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme,  has  had  upon  them.  The 
following  figures  show  the  position  : —

Although  war-time  circumstances  have  now  imposed  almost  unsurmountable  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  large  expansion  of  hospitals  in  regard  to  building,  and  in  some  respects  equipment,  no  effort 
has  been  spared  to  integrate  the  work  with  the  other  Public  Health  services  : one  most  notable  ad- 
vance has  been  the  inauguration  of  a complete  scheme  for  midwifery  training,  which  previously  did 
not  exist  in  the  Administrative  County.  Also,  the  opportunity  has  been  taken  to  provide  a complete 
library  service  for  patients  and  staff  in  all  County  Public  Health  establishments,  and  this  has  been 
effected  bj'  the  approval  of  whole-time  appointments  of  librarians  at  the  County  Hospitals  at  Pem- 
bury and  Farnborough,  with  the  supervision  of  all  libraries  by  the  County  Librarian,  who  is  also 
responsible  for  the  general  arrangements  of  the  whole  scheme.  A commencement  has  been  made 
in  the  provision  of  out-patient  services  and  within  the  limits  imposed  by  war-time  circumstances 
it  is  hoped  to  expand  these  services.  A review  of  kitchen  services  has  led  to  the  approval  of  the 
appointment  of  kitchen  superintendents.  The  appointment  of  almoners  at  all  Public  Health  hospitals 
has  proved  extremely  successful  and  their  social  work  on  behalf  of  patients  is  generally  appreciated. 

Work  has  been  proceeding  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  a radio-therapeutic  centre  at  the 
County  Hospital,  Pembury,  where  ultimately  will  be  provided  facilities  for  the  use  of  some  330  mgms. 
of  radium,  which  is  to  be  loaned  by  the  Kent  County  Cancer  Appeal  Fund,  and  deep  X-ray  therapy. 

In  considering  the  work  of  the  County  Public  Flealth  hospitals  regard  must  be  paid  to  the  very 
great  changes  which  have  been  brought  about  by  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme.  The  County 
Hospitals  at  Farnborough  and  Pembury  both  play  a very  important  part  in  this  service  as  they  are 
included  in  Sector  X.  The  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  in  and  around  London  is  organised  in  ten 
Sectors,  each  of  which  is  roughly  triangular  in  form,  the  apex  being  in  London  and  based  upon  one 
of  the  large  teaching  hospitals,  and  the  base  being  somewhere  in  one  or  more  of  the  Home  Counties. 
Sector  X includes  an  area  which  is  based  on  Guy’s  Hospital  in  London  and  includes  all  that  part  of 
Kent  down  to  a line  drawn  East  of  Tenterden  and  Faversham,  but  excluding  the  Isle  of  Sheppey. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  war  medical,  nursing  and  technical  staffs  were  transferred  from  Guy’s 
Hospital  to  certain  hospitals  in  this  Sector,  including  the  County  Hospitals  at  Pembury  and  Farn- 
borough. In  addition,  these  two  hospitals  also  play  an  important  part  in  the  teaching  of  medical 
students,  as  the  Guy’s  Hospital  Medical  School  sends  students  to  each  of  them  for  clinical  training. 
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It  would  be  wrong  not  to  pay  tribute  to  the  work  which  has  been  done  by  the  medical  and  nursing 
^taff  of  Guy’s  Hospital  who  have  been  attached  to  the  County  Hospitals  at  Pembury  and  Farnborough. 
The  prestige  of  these  two  Hospitals  has  inevitably  benefited  from  the  presence  of  these  staffs,  espec- 
ially the  medical  staffs,  and  has  meant  that  the  inhabitants  of  Kent  have  had  at  their  disposal  a hos- 
pital service  of  the  highest  class.  On  the  other  hand  the  experience  gained  in  Kent  tends  to  show 
that  the  practical  considerations  which  arise  from  the  circumstance  of  having  two  sets  of  nursing 
staffs,  each  in  itself  a complete  nurses’  training  school,  and  with  its  own  curriculum,  working  in  the 
same  hospital  will  make  it  difficult  to  ensure  lasting  success,  at  any  rate  until  the  two  main  branches 
of  the  hospital  nursing  profession,  i.e.  local  authority  and  voluntary  hospital,  are  so  closely  linked 
that  both  training  and  working  conditions  are  on  more  uniform  lines  and  with  complete  freedom  of 
movement,  without  loss  of  superannuation  benefits,  between  the  two  services.  This  may  well  mean 
that  the  older  side,  i.e.  voluntary  hospitals,  will  neea  to  forego  some  of  its  independence  whilst  the 
local  authority  side  will  have  to  create  a degree  of  service  comparable  to  that  traditionally  associated 
only  with  voluntary  hospitals.  Each  can  learn  from  the  other  to  the  ultimate  good  of  all.  It  may 
be  that*  the  result  of  the  enquiries  now  being  conducted  by  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  will  do  much 
to  attain  this  end.  If  any  one  doubts  the  practicability  of  effecting  harmonious  and  efficient  colla- 
boration between  parallel  public  and  voluntary  services,  I would  point  to  the  outstanding  success 
which  has  been  achieved  in  the  field  of  domiciliary7  midwifery  services  between  the  County  Council 
and  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association.  The  point  is  dealt  with  at  some  length  because  it  is 
felt  that  it  would  be  wrong  not  to  put  forward  in  as  honest  a manner  as  possible  the  results  of  three 
years  working  of  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  insofar  as  it  deals  with  hospitals  under  the  control 
of  the  Puolic  Health  Committee,  since  it  is  felt  that  in  any  planning  of  future  hospital  services  too 
much  regard  should  not  be  paid  to  theoretical  consideration,  but  that  practical  results  arising  from 
war-time  circumstances  should  be  taken  into  account.  Even  when  all  the  difficulties  are  considered 
the  view  must  be  taken  that  on  the  whole  the  County  Council  has  gained  rather  than  lost  from  the 
working  of  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme,  but  this  gain  can  only  be  counted  as  real  if  it  is  remem- 
bered that  the  advances  which  have  been  made  in  three  years  of  war  must  not  only  be  conserved  but 
improved  in  the  post-war  period.

The  provision  of  approved  arsenobenzene  compounds  to  medical  practitioners  producing  satis- 
factory evidence  of  experience  in  the  administration  of  these  drugs  is  undertaken  direct  from  the 
County  Health  Department.  During  the  year,  5,052  doses  were  supplied  to  accredited  medical 
practitioners,  namely  319  to  seven  of  the  private  practitioners  on  the  list  of  approved  medical  prac- 
titioners in  Kent,  and  4,733  to  four  medical  officers  of  treatment  centres. 

The  number  of  patients  under  the  care  of  private  doctors  for  whom  these  compounds  were  supplied 
during  the  year  was  38. 

In  cases  where  patients  cannot  receive  the  treatment  required  unless  travelling  expenses  are 
paid,  the  County  Council  defrays  the  cost.  The  fares  of  59  patients  were  paid  during  1941.

COUNTY  PATHOLOGICAL  LABORATORIES. 

The  points  of  note  in  the  work  of  the  County  Laboratories  during  1941  are  as  follows  . — 

1.  The  numbers  of  investigations  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  year  by  more  than  25,000. 
The  increase  in  work  at  the  Central  Laboratory  accounted  for  more  than  half  of  this,  the  remainder 
being  due  mainly  to  the  increased  work  carried  out  at  the  laboratory  at  Farnborough. 

2.  The  investigations  connected  with  diphtheria  remained  more  or  less  the  same  as  in  1940  : 
556  positive  cases  were  reported  as  compared  with  497  in  1940. 

3.  No  large  outbreaks  of  the  typhoid  group  of  diseases  were  investigated.  Examinations  in 
connection  with  typhoid,  dysentery  and  allied  fevers  numbered  4,730  as  compared  with  1,326  in 
1940,  but  the  increase  was  due  to  the  large  number  of  specimens  examined  for  the  Forces  to  exclude 
“ carriers  ” and  to  examinations  made  in  connection  with  outbreaks  of  dysentery  throughout  the 
county. 

4.  The  biochemical  examinations  carried  out  were  nearly  double  those  of  1940 — 6,201  and 
3,175  in  1941  and  1940  respectively,  and  haematological  examinations  increased  from  1,464  to  2,184. 

5.  Over  1,100  more  examinations  were  carried  out  in  connection  with  tuberculosis  than  in  1940. 

6.  There  was  a slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  raw  school  milks  infected  with  tubercle  bacilli  : 
15  out  of  301  samples  i.e.  4.98%  were  found  to  be  positive  as  compared  with  17  out  of  304  samples, 
i.e.  5.59%  in  1940.  Three  out  of  80  samples  of  alleged  pasteurised  milks  were  found  biologically 
to  contain  living  tubercle  bacilli. 

7.  Bacteriological  supervision  of  main  water  supplies  was  continued  : on  the  whole,  the  main 
supplies  were  bacteriologically  very  satisfactory.  The  increase  from  1,826  in  1940  to  2,362  in  1941 
was  mainly  due  to  the  large  numbers  of  emergency  supplies  examined.
